Nittany Lions knock off reigning champ Florida in 2009 party school rankings

Penn State University is now the nation’s No. i party 
school. 

The school known partly for its football tail- 
gate weekends and fraternity and sorority scene 
snatched the title away from the University of 
Florida in the 2009 Princeton Review survey of 
122,000 students nationwide. Florida, last year’s 
winner, finished second in the annual survey 
released Monday 

It’s the first time Penn State has finished first in 
the dubious category The school has been on the list 


the last seven years and ranked third in 2008. “It’s a 
badge of honor at this point,” said university spokes- 
woman Annemarie Mountz. “Nationwide, kids want 
to pump their schools in these surveys. It’s not con- 
nected to reality” 

The effort to reach No. i status was connected 
to Facebook, however, including groups called 
“penn state #3 party school, should be #1,” “Let’s 
make Penn State number one party school 09-10” 
and “{Bleep! Happens When You Party at Penn 
State.” 

The Big Ten is well-represented on this year’s list. 


Wisconsin (No. 8), Iowa (No. 12) and Indiana (No. 14) 
join Penn State among the top 20 schools. 

Guide author Robert Franek said every school in 
the survey offered “great academics.” 

But the guide does not rank schools academically, 
Franek said in a statement, because the goal is to 
“help students find and get into the best school for 
them. ... It’s all about fit.” 

The annual rankings also list the country’s “Stone- 
Cold Sober Schools.” Brigham Young University in 
Utah topped that list for the 12th straight year.

Mother charged in gruesome beheading in San Antonio

SAN ANTONIO A woman charged with murder- 
ing her 3 Vz-week-old son used a knife and two 
swords to dismember the child and ate parts of 
his body, including his brain, before stabbing 
herself in the torso and slicing her own throat, 
police said Monday 

Otty Sanchez, 33, is charged with capital mur- 
der in the death of her infant son, Scott Wesley 
Buchholtz-Sanchez. She was recovering from 


her wounds at a hospital, and was being held 
on $i million bail. 

San Antonio Police Chief William McManus 
said the early Sunday morning attack occurred 
a week after the child’s father moved out. Otty 
Sanchez’s sister and her sister’s two children, 
ages 5 and 7, were in the house, but none was 
harmed. 

Otty Sanchez’s aunt, Gloria Sanchez, said 
her niece had been “in and out” of a psychiat- 


ric ward, and that the hospital called several 
months ago looking to check up on her. She 
did not elaborate on the nature of her niece’s 
health problems. 

“Otty didn’t mean to do that. She was not in 
her right mind,” a sobbing Gloria Sanchez told 
The Associated Press on Monday by phone. 
She said her family was devastated. 

McManus, who appeared uncomfortable as 
he addressed reporters, said Sanchez appar- 


ently ate the child’s brain and some other body 
parts. She also decapitated the infant, tore off 
his face and chewed off three of his toes before 
stabbing herself 

“It’s too heinous for me to describe it any fur- 
ther,” McManus said. 

Police said Sanchez said the devil told her to 
kill her son and that she was hearing voices. 

“It was a spontaneous utterance,” McManus 
said.

And the crustiest 
CTA station is ... 

The red ayes have it. Nearly every submission in our first Crust Station 
contest was a Red Line station, not surprising since some of those 
stops haven't undergone major rehabilitation since the 1920s, 

One of those stations, though, won the crusty crown in a landslide: the 
^^CTlson Red Line stop in Uptown, The station reeks of urine, riders com- 
plained, and it's tough to navigate for disabled riders. The poor condi- 
tions prompted one Uptown rider, Lindsey Simon, 24, to haiku: “decades 
of decay / peeling paint, crumbling marble / signs that no one cares,” 
“Going Public” traveled to the Wilson stop Friday morning and 
noted the peeling paint and the toilet smell. The station, however, does 
have amenities beyond the basics. There are bike racks, an ATM and a 
soda machine, and it is next to a convenience store, 

CTA spokeswoman Noelle Gaffiiey noted that in the past 
18 months, the CTA has replaced structural steel platform decking, 
main doors and door frames and installed new platform canopies, 
among other improvements, which cost more than $3 million, 
“President Rodriguez is in complete agreement that Wilson is in 
need of extensive work. But while we are trying to identify funding to 
do all that needs to be done, he agrees that basic maintenance needs to 
improve,” Gaffney told “Going Public” in an e-mail. 

Some riders also are upset about Wilson's proximity to seedy sections 
of Uptown, Brigid McClelland, 24, of Uptown told “Going Public” that 
if she has to use the Red Line at night, she exits at the Lawrence stop 
and walks “the extra blocks home due to the lack of lighting under the 
tracks,” Other riders sounded off on Wilson— clearly the castaway of 
the CTA. 

Tower of Terror 

I board at the Berwyn stop now, but the Wilson Red Line stop is the 
strangest station Fve encountered in the city. The platform itself seems 
like heaven, but that's just because you have to walk through hell to get 
there, Fve actually helped mothers carry their newborns and strollers 
down the stairs right out to the street to see drug transactions. 

It also has numerous vacant retail locations right next to the station. 
With Truman College right around the corner, this high-traffic station 
needs far more retail to induce positive foot traffic. Instead, the prop- 
erties just rot,

When will the madness end? 

In the final week of what so far is one of 
the coolest Julys on record, one meteorolo- 
gist wondered whether 2009 will be remem- 
bered as “the year without summer.” 

The lack of shimmering heat waves and 
high humidity has had varying effects on peo- 
ple, some thriving in the light-sweater weather 
and others going into early hibernation. 

“It’s been crazy I’ve never seen a summer 
like this in my life,” said Deborah Uhl, 45, 
of Irving Park. On a recent morning, she 
wore a sweat shirt to pick up a medication 
for allergies she thinks were brought on by 
the chillier-than-usual weather. 

“We get cold at night, it is cold in the 
morning and it is even cold during the day,” 
Uhl said. 

But commuters freed from sticky train 
and bus rides and joggers and others engaged 
in outdoor activities said they appreciate the 
cooler-than-usual weather. 

“I like it overcast,” said John Bayne, 53, 
an Albany Park resident fresh from a 3-mile 
bike ride earlier this month. “I don’t like 
being in the sun.” 

Though Tuesday will be more humid 
than the rest of July has been, a cold front 
is expected to move in slowly and by 
Wednesday cooler weather will return, said 
WGN Chief Meteorologist Tom Skilling. 
High temperatures aren’t expect to reach 
80 again until this weekend. 

“It’s an unusual summer, no two ways 
about it,” Skilling said. “We laid the ground- 
work for this earlier this year, with one of 
the wettest springs on record.”

Chicago Police are investigating the death of 
a nearly 5-week-old infant who fell off a third- 
story porch on the South Side. 

Officer Michael Fitzpatrick says the baby 
who died early Monday had been in a car seat 
but was unrestrained at the time of the fall. 
Fitzpatrick says the baby’s mother and father 
were arguing on an apartment porch in the 
8200 block of South Maryland Avenue in East 
Chatham, when the man kicked the woman in 
the back as she walked down stairs. 

Police said that when she lost her balance, 
the baby tumbled out of the carrier, over a rail- 
ing and onto the ground. 

The Cook County medical examiner’s office

“She was getting hysterical,” Johnson said.

Welcome back? 


Michael Vick cleared 
to play in NFL— finding a 
team is his next challenge

NEW YORK Say hello, again, to Michael Vick. 

Vick, free after serving i8 months in prison for 
running a dogfighting ring, was reinstated with 
conditions by NFL Commissioner Roger Goodell 
on Monday He could participate in regular-season 
games as early as October. 

Now all he needs is a team to play for. 

Vick can immediately take part in preseason 
practices, workouts and meetings and can play in 
the final two preseason games— if he can find a 
team that will sign him. A number of teams have 
already said they would not. 

Once the season begins, Vick may participate in 
all team activities except games, and Goodell said 
he would consider Vick for full reinstatement by 
Week 6 (Oct. 18-19) at the latest. 

Goodell suspended Vick indefinitely in August 
2007 after the former Atlanta Falcons quarterback 
admitted bankrolling a dogfighting operation on 
his property in Virginia. At the time, Goodell said 
Vick must show remorse before he would consider 
reinstating him. 

“I accept that you are sincere when you say that 
you want to, and will, turn your life around, and 
that you intend to be a positive role model for 
others,” Goodell said in his letter to Vick. “I am 
prepared to offer you that opportunity Whether 
you succeed is entirely in your hands.” 

“Needless to say, your margin for error is 
extremely limited,” the letter said. “I urge you to 
take full advantage of the resources available to 
support you and to dedicate yourself to rebuilding 
your life and your career. If you do this, the NFL 
will support you.” 

But Vick’s issues are far from over, and he needs 
a team to call his own. So far, the owners of the 
New York Giants, Jets and Dallas Cowboys have 
said they had no interest in the 29 -year-old quar- 
terback. Neither do the Falcons, who officially 
released Vick in June. 

Vick filed for bankruptcy protection last July, 
listing assets of about $16 million and debts of 
more than $20 million, and has a hearing about his 
plan to repay his creditors on Friday in Newport 
News, Va. That plan is built around his ability to 
make NFL-type money again. 



Vick vs.

If the recovery 
goes well, the Bears expect Tillman to be back in time to play in the 
final preseason game Sept. 3 so he can see some action before the 
Sept. 13 season opener. 

It’s worth noting that Tillman missed portions of training camp 
in 2008 while his daughter recovered from heart- transplant sur- 
gery and still had a solid season. 

Tillman underwent off-season shoulder surgery that kept him 
away from organized team activities until June. He returned and 
was optimistic about the 2009 season. 

Tillman has returned from a back surgery before: In February 
2007, he underwent surgery to repair a herniated disc in his back.

The scene

were our first clues that the scene had found its way to 
the Canary on opening night. Dressed- to-impress pretty 
people were on the prowl throughout the shadowy, 
cacophonous first floor framed with scarlet walls and 
glittering chandeliers, (Think Lincoln Park’s post-col- 
lege meat market, but grown-up, with better clothes 
and fatter wallets,) The lighting was low, but Canary 
could hardly be called romantic. Hearing over the loud 
soundtrack of clubby jazz is a challenge (or a perk, if 
you don’t care to actually hear whoever you’ve just met). 
After 9 p,m,, the few couples around were there for the 
party, not romance. 

The crowd 

Dudes look like they’ve spent plenty of time in the gym 
and the tanning booth. And like the pictures of 1920s 
starlets hung on the walls, the ladies are working the 
Hollywood glamor with cocktail dresses, cleavage and 
chic clutches. From snug Ed Hardy tees to the occasion- 
al microscopic mini-skirt, everyone here is trying. Hard, 

The lay of the land 

The owners call Canary a “gastrolounge,” a concept that 
has been both hyped and ridiculed in the nighdife indus- 
try Who wants to shell out for high-end food only to eat 
it while awkwardly balanced on tiny ottomans and low- 
slung tables? But Canary has plenty of half-moon booths 
and dining room-style tables, where groups comfortably 
noshed opening night before sticking around for a piece 
of the sultry later-night scene. The second-floor lounge 
is lighter and quieter, with another bar, DJ booth and 
two balconies to voyeuristically watch the crowd churn 
below. As for the coveted baclq^ard patio, set with silver

tables and sleek sofas, it’s still pending approval to open. 

The drinks 

If you’re out for fine mixology, reroute to In Fine Spirits 
or the Violet Hour; there’s nothing too novel going on 
with the page-long cocktail list here. Fancy i920s-style 
names such as the Noble Experiment and the Muckraker 
are disguised classics (margarita and mojito, respectively). 
The most interesting choice is the namesake Canary, 
made with grapefruit vodka, Chambord, lime juice and 
ginger ale. 

The eats 

Avenue M’s menu of pricey steaks may have been its 
downfall, so it’s smart that Canary opted for “mid- 
plates,” a compromise between the ubiquitous small 
plate and a full entree. With chef Rick Spiros (who 
wowed at the short-lived Mantou Noodle Bar) in the 
kitchen, our expectations were high. Though we weren’t 
raving about the bland mac and cheese or soggy garlic 
brioche crowned with short rib meat, we’re still craving 
the tasty bacon- topped lobster roll. 

Bottom line 

No doubt, people are psyched to get back in this space— 
and back on that patio. Hopefully, the patio will follow 
suit in time for the weather to hit its summer stride,

Once upon a time, there was ABC’s “The 
Bachelor,” the first reality show to turn dat- 
ing into a competitive sport. Popular from 
the start, it appeared on the TV landscape in 
2002 when the genre took over the business 
and completed its 13th cycle in May 2009 with 
17.5 million viewers. 

Dozens of variations of the show, as well as 
copycats, can be found all over the airwaves, 
with some of the most popular versions appear- 
ing on MTV and VHi in the form of ‘A Shot 
at Love With Tila Tequila” and “Rock of Love 
With Bret Michaels.” 

Has anyone really fallen in love on these 
shows? 

Mike Fleiss, who created “The Bachelor,” 
“The Bachelorette” and the Fox newcomer 
“More to Love,” says he’s always surprised by 
the skepticism. 

“If you follow the show or its aftermath, 
you realize that these people make serious 
emotional connections,” he said. “I still get 
calls from seasons long past from women 
asking if so and so asks about them. That’s 
not fake. The emotional residue lasts years.” 

Tes, but do the relationships? 

Let the record speak for itself Trista Rehn 
and Ryan Sutter, of the first season of “The 
Bachelorette,” are married and have two chil- 
dren. 

Byron Velvick and Mary Delgado, 
of the sixth cycle of “The 
Bachelor,” have been 
together for nearly five 
years. The rest of the 
couples involved in 
those shows have bro- 
ken up. Flavor Flav of 
Public Enemy, who 
tried it for three sea- 
sons, went back to 
basics. In 2008, Flav 
announced he was 
ending his popu- 
lar show on VHi, 

“Flavor of Love,” 
because he had decid 
ed instead to marry the 
mother of his seventh child.

In the tradition of 13 bachelors, five 
bachelorettes, Flavor Flav, Tila Tequila 
and the rest of the copycats, here comes 
Luke Conley, another young man on a 
very public quest for love. 

There’s one slight difference: Fox’s 
new “More to Love,” which premieres 
Tuesday and runs for eight weeks, is the 
TV reality show for people who would 
never be seen on “The Bachelor” or 
“Dancing With the Stars.” 

At 6 -foot-3 and weighing 330 pounds, 

26 -year-old Conley is described as a 
“big, broad” man, and the casting for 
his bachelorettes called for “curvy and 
voluptuous” women. 

“This is the first dating competition show in televi- 
sion history that reflects what most real single men and 
women look like, which makes it instantly relatable to 
the vast majority of people in the dating pool,” Fox’s 
president of alternative programming, Mike Darnell, 
said in announcing the series. 

The show— unofficially known as “The Fatchelor” 
before Fox decided on its current name, according to 
producer Scott Sternberg— is based on the premise 
that millions of viewers are tired of looking at maga- 
zine-cover beautiful young people fall in love— and 
want instead to look at dating show contestants who 
look more like themselves, Darnell says. 

Enter Conley, a former college offensive lineman who 
wants to find a wife more than he wants to be the next 
reality star. 

In June, Conley speed-dated 20 ladies in 25 days while 
living in the top-secret bubble of a Bel-Air mansion, 
without a phone, a TV or the Internet— and in front 
of 150 crew members, 10 fixed 24-hour cameras and 
10 cameras on the move. 

Not that being filmed around-the-clock bothers 
Conley, a real-estate investor from Santa Maria, Calif, 
who is prone to uttering lines like, “If she’s got a big 
behind, she’s a friend of mine.” 

Conley says he never watched dating shows. But 
when he came upon a Craigslist ad seeking men who 
love full-figured women, he sent an e-mail that began, 
“Sugar, look no further. I am the man for you!” 

By then, production was 10 days from beginning and 


the search was narrowed to two men. 

“We totally switched,” says executive 
producer SallyAnn Salsano. “We all fell in 
love with Luke because he is so genuine. 
He makes the girls feel comfortable.” 

Selected from 5,000 applicants, the 
bachelorettes range in age from 21 to 37 
years and in weight from 180 pounds to 
279 pounds. Some are students, a few are 
teachers, and one is a rocket scientist. 
Most told producers they seldom date. 

Because the women have struggled in 
the dating scene and Conley has had only 
one serious relationship, the tone of the 
show is different from executive produc- 
er Mike Fleiss’ other dating shows. 

“This show is like a sporting event,” 
Fleiss says. “Tbu’re rooting for someone to find love.” 

If this year’s appetite for dating shows is any indica- 
tion— the “Bachelor” franchise had a big resurgence— 
“More to Love” has a shot at becoming a sleeper hit. At 
a cost of about $i million per episode, it’s an inexpen- 
sive gamble for Fox. 

Conley’s dating whirlwind began at the mansion with 
a mixer, and ended with five women going home and 
the rest receiving promise rings and an invitation to 
move in. 

What happens after that? Those interested will just 
have to tune in. 

If Conley chooses one of the ladies and she accepts 
him, they will not be allowed to see each other until the 
show ends Sept. 15. 

As he waits to see how his journey will play out on 
TV, Conley is back in Santa Maria, trying to re-establish 
his old routine. 

“Coming into this thing, I had hopes of meeting some- 
one special, but I knew it’s such a short amount of time 
to get to know someone,” he said. “So I’m just blown 
away to have such strong feelings about {the finalists] at 
this point and that I’ve gotten so attached so quickly” 

Conley hopes that viewers will understand his deci- 
sions and intentions. 

‘And I hope that people who tune in, maybe at first 
they’ll just see plus-size women and definitely a plus- 
size man, but hopefully after they will tune in to the 
story— that these are sincere people looking for love,” 
he says, the Baltimore sun contributed.
